The two main functions of a university library are to 
build and organize collections and to use these learning 
materials for the acquisition and advancement of knowledge. 

In this Report for the year 1969-70 we can report good 
progress in both areas. 

As this report details in the following paragraphs, the 
General Library collections increased by 7.5%. Funding was 
somewhat better by reason of Federal grants and a 5.2% in- 
crease in the institutional budget. Cataloging of materials 
was kept current, there remaining only a small arrearage. 

Some recataloging of materials was accomplished. Computeri- 
zation of records was begun with the records of serial holdings. 

Use of the collections was strong even though there were 
disruptions. Circulation increased, interlibrary loan trans- 
actions were at the same level as the previous year and photo- 
copy services increased greatly in volume. The larger number 
of graduate students made heavy use of reference services. 

Faculty status and rank for librarians brought encourage- 
ment to the professional staff. The granting of tenure to 
several and a sabbatical for one indicated a real implementa- 
tion of the basic principle approved last year. 

Expansion of the University continues at a rate faster 
than the expansion of the libraries. We must increase collec- 
tions and staff at a faster rate if we are to provide the 


needed services. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


John Dawson, in the Handbook of College and University 
Administration, edited by Asa S. Knowles, says: "Todayts 
libraries are no longer simply collections of books and periodi- 
cals. They contain, in addition, maps, government documents, 
microforms (microfilm, microfiche, microcards and microprint) ; 
films (including filmstrips, film loops, and motion-picture 
fama, recordings; audio tapes; video tapes; museum objects; 
and special collections for the handicapped, such as braiite 
books and talking books." The UNM General Library collections, 
housed in Zimmerman, Fine Arts, and Business and Administrative 
Sciences, contain all of these types of learning materials and 
some not mentioned by Dawson. 

Books and journals form the basic collection and the total 
number of cataloged volumes increased to a total of 533, 344 in 
the General Library. The total of all libraries, General plus 
Law and Medicine was 673,423 cataloged volumes, on June 30, 
1970. There were increases in other categories of materials 
with the most significant growth in microcards and microfiches. 
Much of this comes from the Atomic Energy Commission, National 
Aeronautic and Space Administration, and from ERIC. There was 
growth in the slide collection in Fine Arts, the total reach- 
ing 71,940. Perhaps worth mentioning is the beginning of a 
film loop collection, the number reaching 64 at the end of 
themyear. 

Acguisition of material. With the slightly increased 
funds available due to the Federal grants and our portion of 
the Consortium grant, we acquired and cataloged some 9% more 
titles than in the previous year. ‘The net growth of the cata-— 
loged volumes was 7.5%. This can be considered a good 
accomplishment in that a 5% growth is considered about “average” 


over the nation. 
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At the beginning of the year an attempt was made to put 
our acquisition program for current books on an all-book- 
purchase-plan. Unfortunately only 12 departments agreed to, 
anowscouldudtrordmto, acceptrthis plan. = This partial par— 
ticipation proved unsatisfactory and the plan was discontinued 
in June, 1970. 

Considerable credit should be given to the Technical 
Services Librarian and the staff members in the Acquisition 
and Serials departments for their accomplishments with several 
handicaps. Federal funds were not allocated by the Library 
Committee until October. This should have been done by July lst, 
the beginning of the fiscal year. Then, titles were selected 
by sub-committees of the Library Committee and actual order- 
ing was delayed in quantity until November. Another diffi- 
culty, of several years endurance, was the practice of dealers 
to advertise an item but not to supply it for months or even 
years. This caused the staff much correspondence and, in both 
the Acquisition and Serials departments, considerable work was 
done to get orders filled or to cancel them and thus release 
committed funds. In the Acquisition Department there were 
15,527 titles ordered, of which 1,932 had to be cancelled. 
Despite the frustration, more materials were added than in 
1968-69. A list of selected notable acquisitions is given in 
Appendix E. 

Acquisition by Gift and Deposit. One of our strongest 
features is the receipt of valuable material by gift. There 
are 312 individual donors, 500 institutional, and 57 anonymous 
donors who contributed a total of 33,039 items. The names of 
donors are omitted from this Report since they are included 
in the Report of the Department of Development. 

The 370 members of Friends of the UNM Libraries, through 
their payment of dues, have helped to acquire materials. Some 


have made donations of books and journals also. 


¥, 


As a regional depository for U.S. Federal publications 
we received 8,387 items. In the total of 10,691 government 
publications received, 458 were New Mexico state publications, 
86 other state governments, 55 foreign government publications, 
248 United Nations, and 192 Pan American Union. In addition 
to the 10,691 U.S. Federal received on deposit our subscrip- 
tion to the Government Expediting Service brought in 479 items. 

Automation of Serials Records. During the year we had 
several discussions with personnel from Data Processing about 
the automating of the records of serial titles. In May the 
work of keypunching was started and printed lists are expected 
by mid-September. These lists, giving titles, call numbers, 
and holdings, will be made available for use in the library's 
subject departments. Plans call for a monthly supplement and 
a once-yearly reprinting of the complete listing of some 
19,000 titles. There will also be future improvements such 
as the addition of subject codes. 

Preparation of materials. The staff of the Catalog De— 
partment, in addition to the regular work of cataloging and 
processing of 23,165 titles (38,667 volumes), withdrew 1,483 
volumes and recataloged 1,996. They also devoted much time 
to the transfer of books to the Parish Library and to the 
processing of books for the Gallup Branch Library. At the 
close of the year there were 2,777 volumes in the Gallup 
Branch. In the selective reclassification of reference books 
emphasis was placed on periodicals (Dewey 705!s) for the Fine 
Arts Library and on some other serials in Zimmerman. 

The use of printed Library of Congress cards declined. 
The card service provided by the Library of Congress has 
deteriorated in recent years. We have made better use of the 
Polaroid camera, copying cards from the National Union Cata- 
log, and of the reproduction of proof slips by Xerox. 


An annual increase of 43% in the number of volumes bound 


mn 


at the commercial bindery made a noticeable improvement in the 


condition of the stack collections. 


SERVICES TO READERS 

An important function of the subject librarians is the 
orientation of new students and the instruction of student 
groups in the use of books and library materials. A guide to 
the Zimmerman and Fine Arts libraries is prepared each year 
and made available to students. Many tours are conducted and 
classes are instructed by the librarians in the use of indexes, 
abstract journals, and other reference resources. One librarian 
made use of a bibliographical quiz in his instructional services, 
with good results. 

Several displays of library materials served to encourage 
use. The librarians in Humanities prepared displays of the 
works of some 20 authors on their birthdays. The staff of 
Special Collections prepared 13 exhibits for cases in the main 
lobby. 

A fundamental, major service to library users is the refer- 
ence service, and statistics can never portray the quality and 
the nature of this service. Users are helped to find materials, 
helped to use catalogs, and helped to interpret the literature. 
Subject librarians in Zimmerman helped with 54,703 questions. 

In addition there were 3,242 reference services performed in 
Special Collections and 19,442 in Fine Arts. 

A notable achievement of the year was the publication, 
by the Scarecrow Press, of the Catalog of Ibero-American 
Materials in the Library of the University of New Mexico, com- 
piled by Theresa Gillett and Helen McIntyre. This catalog 
Which describes 10,085 items in this excellent collection 
should bring increased usage of the materials by advanced 
students from throughout the world. 

As time permitted the Readers! Services staff continued 


work on useful bibliographic projects. For example, the 
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selective indexing of the Albuquerque Journal was continued. 
This is a valuable tool used to find information about the 
state as well as the city. The indexing of El Palaciomae 
completed and is being kept current. 

Photocopying Services. After the experiment of free 
copying during the 1969 summer session we established a price 
of 5 cents per page and settled into a good year of service, 
making 537,792 photocopies, almost doubling the number of a 
year before. For institutions in the Southwest Academic 
Library Consortium we made 4,489 photocopies, an increase of 
some 40% over the previous year. The small staff-of Photo- 
duplication Services has devoted almost all of their time to 
serving patrons; therefore they did little for the library. 

We are considering having a commercial firm set up a copy 
center in the Zimmerman Library to provide this service. Our 
staff will then be able to microfilm newspapers and perform 
other copy services for the benefit of the library collections. 

Listening and Viewing Facilities in the Fine Arts Library. 
The use of records and tapes was very heavy during the year, 
reaching a total of 18,834. Not included in this count is 
the piping of music from the Libraryts Sound Room to a class- 
room and the loaning of discs for class use. There were 70,484 
slides borrowed. These are used mainly by the Art and Archi- 
tecture departments but some loans were made to the departments 
of History, Modern and Classical Languages, Philosophy, Anthro- 
pology, and Art Education. 

Interlibrary Loan Service. The statistics indicate that 
we borrowed fewer items and loaned more than a year ago, the 
total number of transactions remaining approximately the same. 
The heaviest users of this service are graduate students and 
faculty of the Department of History. In April, 1970 a TWx 
machine was installed for use in locating more quickly items 


urgently needed. Interlibrary Loan Librarians of the region 
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of the Southwest Academic Library Consortium met in Portales 

in January and formulated a new interlibrary loan code. This 
was adopted on May 8, 1970 at the El Paso meeting of Consortium 
representatives. 

Circulation Services. The tragic events of May caused 
some disruption in the libraryts contribution to education at 
the University. Consequently there was an 8.9% decrease in 
the number of users of the General Library collections. How- 
ever, the total number of volumes checked out increased 2%. 
During recent years student use has steadily increased while 
faculty use has declined. Perhaps the decline of 6% this year 
in faculty circulation may be due, in part at least, to the 
new policy of non-circulation of journals published in the 
last two years. 

The 185 open carrels in Zimmerman were assigned to 370 
graduate students, two to each carrel. The 69 closed carrels 
were assigned to 44 faculty members and 25 doctoral candidates. 
There is a constant waiting list for these closed carrels. 
Usage of the carrels has increased. There was an increase of 
17% in the number of volumes charged to carrels, the total 
being 13,345 volumes. 

The Parish Memorial Library. This small library in the 
College of Business and Administrative Sciences gave a limited 
service in these subject areas. During the year extra effort 
was made to transfer a larger number of books from Zimmerman 
to Parish to provide some 6,000 volumes. Also more ordering 
was done especially for this library collection, using some 
regular funds and some of the contributed Parish memorial 
book fund. One full-time clerk and several student assistants 
Operated the library very efficiently. A librarian will be in 
charge during 1970-71 and will be able to serve also as a 


bibliographer in this field. 


INSTRUCTION IN LIBRARY SCIENCE 
Two librarians from the General Library and three Albu- 
querque librarians continued to serve as instructors in the 
undergraduate program in Library Science. The courses, sin] 
structors and enrollment were as follows:

During 1969-70 the General Library staff was composed 
of 29 Librarians, 5 library assistants, 41 library clerks, 
and 69,499 hours of part-time student assistance, the equiva- 
lent of 34 clerks. The staff of librarians is composed of 
competent, experienced individuals, the average age being 4}, 
They received their professional education in 17 different 
graduate library schools. 

Turnover among librarians continues to be low. Miss 
Judith Swink, Cataloger, resigned in November, 1969 to return 
to her home in the east. Miss Donna Hill, Assistant Acquisi- 


tion Librarian, left at the end of the year to accept a position 
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in Chile. Mrs. Marion Bourke left in February, 1970 to move 
to California where her husband has a new business. Turnover 
in the non-professional staff remained at’a very high rate, 
seriously wattecting ‘the efficiency, of the library. «Higher 
salaries would certainly help to reduce this to,a more normal 
rate, since terminations were mainly to accept a position with 
higher salary. 

Two librarians joined the staff during the year. Miss 
Linda Lewis began as Assistant Humanities Librarian in July, 
1969. She received her professional education at the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma. Mrs. Ellen Brow became Latin American 
Bibliographer in October, 1969. She is a graduate of the 
library school of San Jose State College and did additional 
work in Ibero-American studies at the University of Wisconsin. 

Throughout the year we proceeded to implement the prin- 
ciple of faculty status for librarians. . Probationary, periods 
were set up for each librarian in accordance with their ranks. 
Eight librarians were approved for tenure which was to become 
effective July 1, 1970.7 Mr.) Donald Foster was granted.a 
sabbatical leave for the year 1970-71. He will be working 
on a bibliographical project in libraries of the United States 
and Europe. During his absence Mr. Sidney Yen will be Act- 
ing Catalog Librarian. An organization document was drawn up 
for the operation of the librarians as a faculty group. 

With a few exceptions the staff of student assistants 
was excellent. They exhibited a high degree of morale and 
the staff 100 plus contributed much to the quality of library 
service. We have a sizeable body of alumni student library 
assistants. It was a pleasure to receive a check from a Chilean 
who formerly was on our student staff, with the notation on 


the check that it was "For the Library."

Move the Honors Center to another building and return 
that space for: use.by the Library: 

Computerize the circulation system. 

Find a solution to the problem of mutilation and theft 


of materials.

With this report, which is being written in the summer 
of 1969, it is my pleasure to report on another year of ex- 
citing and satisfying library service and also to present a 
brief look over the 20 years during which it has been my 
privilege to serve the UNM community. While this service 
has been mainly for faculty and students of our University 
we librarians can take pleasure in the opportunities we 
have had to help visiting scholars, graduate students from 
other universities and colleges, residents of Albuquerque 
and the state, authors, prospectors for minerals, and many 
other kinds of library users. It was my pleasure, not long 
ago, to supply material for an article in the house maga- 
zine of a firm in Lincoln, England about the 520 reels of 
tape-recorded interviews with Southwestern pioneers. Other

In this comparison table it is gratifying to see the in- 
crease in home use loans per FTE student. This may be con- 
sidered an indicator of total library use. With open shelves 
there is additional, unrecorded use of books, journals, micro- 
materials, archives, etc. The 1969 figure of 33 volumes per 
student is above the average of most institutions. 

The growth in staff size has been caused by a number 
of factors, including enrollment increases, the enlargement 
of the Zimmerman library building requiring more staff for 
service points, longer hours of service, the increased funds 
for books which required more technical services personnel, 
and the addition of two branch libraries. The faster growth 
of the non-professional staff than the professional, result- 
ing in a present<ratio of i25:1 is generally considered ian 
appropriate division. The future will probably bring a 
still higher proportion of non-professional assistants. 

As an index of the overall growth in the library 
collections, the 20-year growth in cataloged volumes, the 
basic book collection, is a very substantial one. Some 
years ago it was an axiom that university libraries doubled 
every 20 years. Then it was observed that leading research 
libraries were doubling in size every sixteen years. It is 
satisfying to note that the UNM libraries are growing ata 
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Lasternsrace. 

Even so the growth has not been sufficient. It is 
generally accepted that there is a direct correlation be- 
tween the educational effectiveness and the growth of the 
library. The Cartter Report of 1966 pointed out the strong 
correlation between quality of the institution and the size 
of the library collections. The top 20 institutions in this 
study had "libraries holding from 1.35 million volumes to al- 
most 8 million. The bottom 20 institutions had libraries 
ranging from 125,000 to 1 million volumes. 

According to the formula used by the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation in the awarding of library resources grants, taking 
into consideration the number of active doctoral programs, 
the UNM libraries should now contain 1,400,000 volumes. It 
is quite clear that even though a substantial growth has 
taken place during the two decades 1949-1969, a crash program 
for the future is called for. 

It is hoped that the libraries will truly reach research 
library status, both in size and in quality, during the next 
decade. It is unfortunate that this requires large expendi- 
tures of funds. But this fact must be accepted and addition- 
al state, federal, and private funds secured if we are to 


have the library needed for the programs at the University. 


THE COLLECTIONS 

The rate of growth of total library resources leveled 
off during the year, chiefly because of less funding by the 
Federal government. Yet the overall growth, by a factor of 
7.4% is above average for colleges and universities, and 
brings the total volume count to 628,421 in the four campus 
libraries. 

The growth in non-book materials was much more than in 
previous years. Substantial additions were made in micro- 
film, microfiches, and microcards, tape recordings, phono- 


discs, and slides. Due to the definition of library materials 
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for which the Title II, HEA grant may be used, a collection 
of motion pictures was started. 

As might be expected with the developments in graduate 
work, the libraries had a strong growth in serials holdings. 
The general library added over a thousand new serial titles. 
In addition a number of back runs of journals were added. 

The funds received by Federal grant were used mainly for these 
much-needed journals, samples of which are listed in Appendix 
F. The heavy demand for this type of research material creates 
several administrative problems. Perhaps the chief one is 

the need for greatly increased funds for purchase of periodi- 
cals and other serials which increased in price about 13% 

last year. Another problem is that the increased acquisition 
of serials causes a need for binding much beyond the Univer- 
sity Library!s ability to finance. “It is clear that more 
should be done on a regional basis to bring about a system 

of cooperation in the acquisition and maintenance of less- 
used research materials, especially serials. The Southwest 
Academic Library Consortium has this as one of its objectives. 

Many university libraries have adopted some form of 
blanket ordering, at least for English language books pub- 
lished in the United States. During the report year the 
faculty in Fine Arts decided to terminate such a plan after 
several months of trial. The Mathematics faculty agreed to 
start this system in January, 1969 and 10 other departments 
were added on July 1, 1969. When funds are available more 
departments are expected to adopt this plan of current book 
acquisition. 

In the building of research library collections it is 
necessary that we change from traditional methods of individ- 
ual title selection by faculty members. Some form of stand- 
ing order plan is necessary. Also it would be a step forward 
if broad subject bibliographers in the Social Sciences, 
Humanities, Sciences and Engineering, and the Fine Arts 


could be added to the general library staff. The subject 
rT 


was discussed by the Library Committee during the year. A 
beginning in the use of the bibliographer approach to collec- 
tion building has been made by the part-time service of a 
Latin American Bibliographer. This kind of staffing should 
be expanded to other subject areas. 

There is a need for an in-depth survey of the library 
collections to identify specific titles and materials needed 
to provide the richness needed for research. The Arthur 
Little Co. is now making a state-wide survey of libraries 
but the scope is so broad that it cannot provide the detail- 
ed information needed for collection building at UNM. The 
subject librarians and the University Librarian made a limited 
study of the quality of the collections during April, 1969 
and submitted a report to the Director of Research and Fellow- 
ship Services at his request. 

The addition of 31,080 bound volumes plus many non-book 
items brought about much shifting of collections to make 
room for the new. The building addition of 1966 is getting 
Vervectose topsaturation, sWhile notbasic collections are pre- 
sently in storage the Library's storage area in Hokona Hall 
does contain 28,115 items, such as New Mexico newspapers, 
Patent Office Gazette, etc. The second floor of Zimmerman, 
housing the Humanities Department should be enlarged by June, 
1970., Therefore the faculty offices should be moved into 
another building and shelving and seating installed during 
1969-70. And, plans should be underway at the earliest 
possible date for the construction of a Science and Engineer- 
ing Library building. 

Gifts. Exchanges, receipts by deposit, and gifts account- 
ed for 21% of the volumes added to the general library collec- 
tions during 1968-69. The number of donors continued ata 
very good level, especially considering the fact that the 
University is located in a region of limited population. The 


libraries have more individual donors than do some university 
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libraries in much larger cities. The donors are classified 


as follows:

These donors presented 3,805 books, 16,291 serial issues, 

and many other items, ranging alphabetically from art cata- 
logs to yearbooks. There were a number of very interesting 
items. Dr. Ross Calvin gave v. 8 of his Journal, a diary of 
natural history notes which he has kept for a number of years. 
Mr. Alexander Girard of Santa Fe donated a large number of 
serials, pamphlets, catalogs and books in the field of Ar- 
chitecture. Mr. Andrew Gregg gave the materials used in the 
writing of his New Mexico in the Nineteenth Century: 72 
Pictorial History. Mrs. Dorothy Harris regularly donates 

the braille recording of Newsweek Magazine for use in the 
blind students! room. Miss Helen Hefling, Miss Theresa 
Gillett, and Miss Helen McIntyre, emeritus librarians of UMM, 
have given many serial issues and books. Dr. E. A. Henderson 
donated 26 maps used by Dr. Patrick Henderson in his disserta- 
tion The Public Domain of Arizona. Mr. Fred Koch donated 207 


books on general subjects. Miss Marilyn Pendleton, former 


Acquisition Librarian, gave a 54 v. set of Great Books of the 


Western World anda 10 v. set of Gateway to the Great Books. 
Mr. Jack Schaefer gave an important collection of books and 
other materials on Mary Austin. 

Dr. France Scholes, former Academic Vice President and 
Weegearen Professor Emeritus of History, gave some 589 photo- 
copies of historic manuscripts, six rolls of microfilm and 
other materials. The University is tremendously indebted to 
Dr. Scholes for his many gifts to the University Library over 
ae peri1ed or years. 

The number of memorial gifts increased during the year 
1968-69. Gifts in money were received to purchase books in 
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memory of Lt. Robert Barnes, Jr., Mrs. Dan C. (Sharon) Cash, 
Mrs. Zoe B. Merrill, Emeritus Professor Dane F. Smith, and 
Mr. Edward D. Wong. 

Dr. and Mrs. Homer S. Musgrave continued regular mone- 
tary gifts for books in memory of their fathers. This memori- 
al collection in the history of science and the biological 
sciences in general has been growing since 1961 and is now 
becoming large enough to be quite helpful. 

Mrs. Concha Ortiz y Pino de Kleven has begun regular con- 
tributions to buy books on the Southwest in memory of Don Pedro 
Bautista Pino. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Walker, with relatives and friends, 
have established an endowment fund to acquire books in memory 
of their son, Todd Walker. A special book plate was designed 
and printed for this collection. 

Much valuable material was received from the 557 insti- 
tutional donors. One outstanding gift was the large quantity 
of records of the First National Bank of Santa Fe, covering 
the period 1927 to 1942. These, added to the records for 1870 
to 1926 which were donated in 1961, comprise a collection of 
source material that is valuable for the study of New Mexico 
History. 

It is regretted that the Zimmerman Library!s former ex- 
cellent exchange program has declined. Because of the re- 
stricted University financial situation the publications 
which were formerly available for exchange can no longer be 
had. Included is the demise of the New Mexico Quarterly. 
Since librarians of other colleges and universities have 
been requesting these publications in payment for similar 
publications which they have sent to UNM, a letter of explana- 
tion was sent to all on the exchange list. Fortunately, many 
Offered to continue sending their publications, but many pub- 
lications can now be acquired only by purchase. Under the 
direction of the Gifts and Exchange Librarian an active 
business continues in the exchange of duplicates not needed

in the UNM collections. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE COLLECTIONS 

Cataloging. With less money for book purchasing, chief- 
ly because of a smaller federal grant, and because of in- 
creasing costs of books and journals, fewer new titles were 
cataloged than were done the year before. This permitted 
the staff of the Catalog Department to perform several much 
needed projects. Extra attention was given to the process- 
ing of government publications. All of the publications in 
the special government classification were changed to Library 
of Congress classification or to the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments classification. Also the U. S. government publica- 
tions shelved alphabetically by agency were processed ina 
Similar manner. 

We are pleased to report practically no arrearage of 
books and other materials awaiting cataloging. The remainder 
of the Meeks collections and the Finck collection was process- 
ed. Some reclassification from Dewey to L.C. was done, es- 
pecially reference books and books in the Fine Arts. 

The staff processed new books and changed records on 
older books transferred to the Parish Library, for the new 
library at the Gallup Branch, and for the Anderson Room. Some 
attention was given to the maintenance of the card catalog, 
especially to the addition of more guide cards. The card 
catalog was expanded and shifted during the year. 

Serials. With the continued increase in the number of 
- serial titles handled, the staff members had difficulty in 
keeping current with the work. One cannot, in a report such 
as this, reflect the myriad of detailed problems that arise 
in serials work. One problem has to do with issues of serials 
that are never received. More time was spent in claiming 
issues and to the streamlining of ordering methods. However, 
it is quite difficult to acquire the actual copies in all 
cases. The difficulty of acquiring back runs of serials and 
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the announced reprints is a persistent problem resulting, 
during the year, in the cancellation of some back orders 
to release committed funds. 

Some new subscription orders were placed with a new 
agent, Franklin Square (Mayfair), in California, to see if 
improved service can be obtained. 

The Serials staff assisted the librarians working for 
the Dikewood Corporation on a new edition of the Southwestern 
Union List of Serials by furnishing all new sérial titles 
cataloged. 

One of the great needs in the Zimmerman and Fine Arts 
libraries is to computerize the serials records. The lib- 
rarians in the Readers! Services Division need up-to-date 
records of serials holdings, with locations, and it is hoped 
this can soon be provided by machine processes. 

Binding. The quantity of periodical binding during 
1968-69 was about the same as the year before, the number 
of books somewhat less, and thesis and pamphlet binding con- 
siderably more. As with other library matters a chief prob- 
lem with binding is lack of adequate funding. Prices in- 
crease but budgets are not increased in proportion and not 
in proportion to the increase in periodical acquisition. 
Student assistants, working in Zimmermants home bindery, 
achieved an 8% increase in volume output. 

An internal reorganization of the binding function was 
made, creating the Binding Section in the Catalog Department. 
One of the catalogers was assigned to supervise the section 
which also includes the functions of accessioning, plating, 
and marking. 

Photoduplication services. The small staff managed the 
Photolab, handling customer relations on 2,084 jobs, doing 
the darkroom work, operating two microfilm cameras, two 
reader-printers, and two Xerox machines. In other locations 
they cared for three coin-operated copiers, an office copier, 


and a change machine. They increased the production of 
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negative microfilm frames by 27%, of Xerox prints by 5%, 
and other prints by 99.4%. 

The Photolab staff made 65,120 Xerox prints for depart- 
ments of the library. This included a larger number of cata- 
log cards made from L.C. proof slips and from copy made with 
the Polaroid camera. For member libraries of the Southwest 
Academic Library Consortium the staff made 3,188 Xerox prints. 

An experiment with free xeroxing during the 1969 summer 
session caused some difficulties. The backlog of work for 
students stopped other Photolab projects, caused volumes of 
journals to be kept away from other users, and caused serious 
personnel problems. The experiment was terminated at the end 
of the summer session. 

During the year the Photolab staff completed the micro- 
filming of the Library's holdings of The UNM Lobo, the New 
Mexico State Tribune, Socorro Chieftain. and El Defensor, the 
Santa Fe New Mexican, the Michael Steck papers, several theses 


and several out-of-print books. 


SERVICES TO READERS 

In the Zimmerman and Fine Arts libraries 318,508 volumes 
were charged to readers. Would that we could measure the in- 
fluence upon the lives of the readers! Except for volumes 
loaned to other libraries the statistics of circulation indi— 
cate a slightly lower level of use. The number of persons 
passing through the turnstiles decreased by 7% from the pre- 
vious year. “If the statistics of Library use 19) a0veerasn 
dex of instructional and research activity in the University, 
“then these facts are highly significant. Perhaps the main 
explanation lies in the approximate 30% decrease in FTE gradu- 
ate student enrollment. Several other observations may be 
made on circulation statistics. Circulation to faculty de- 
creased while the use by off-campus readers increased. In 
fact, every eighth person checking out books is neither 


faculty nor student. The University Library is truly a 


valuable resource for the community as well as for the Univer- 
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sity. The Reserved Book Room, while recording fewer total 
circulations of books, actually set a new record in the fall 
semester by placing 6,127 books on reserve for 266 courses. 
The charges to carrels, 218 open and 70 closed, are increas- 
ing semester by semester. 

Several changes were made in the general library's cir- 
culation procedures in an attempt to improve service. A one- 
day loan was added for certain books on reserve. The system 
of allowing proxies to check out books for faculty members 
was discontinued at the suggestion of the Library Committee. 
An attempt was made by the Library Committee to bring about 
the discontinuance of current journal routing to departments, 
but action of the General Faculty overruled the Committee 
and the routing is being continued. There are 623 titles 
being routed to 23 departments. The Circulation Department 
staff initiated a regular three times weekly pick-up and de- 
livery service to the Fine Arts and Parish libraries and to 
the Learning Materials Center. 

Statistics of book circulation are only a partial 
measure of total library use. The subject librarians in 
Zimmerman and the Fine Arts Librarian reported that 91,699 
questions were asked at the reference desks during the year. 
These included directional questions, simple reference 
questions, and more detailed questions requiring considerable 
searching. The number of reference questions asked of staff 
members has increased substantially over the previous year. 
It appears that there is more use within the libraries and 
less home use of materials. 

Interlibrary Loans. During the year the number of inter- 
library loan transactions to other colleges and universities 
increased by 8.5% and the amount of borrowing decreased by 


6.5%. The five year record is:

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The steady increase in loan transactions is an indication 
that the UNM collections are improving in quantity and qual- 
ity and that the general library is performing a valuable 
service in the Southwestern region. If curricular offerings 
are maintained at about the present levels, and the library 
collections continue to expand substantially, the borrowing 
will probably decrease. A growing research activity by 
faculty members and graduate students will be an offsetting 
factor in the matter of borrowing from other collections. 
The amount of borrowing during 1968-69 was about the same as 
the average of 10 universities in our region, as shown in 
the following table.

Transactions between UNM and other institutions in the 
Southwest Academic Library Consortium continued at the same 
rate as the year before. When funds become available we hope 
to add teletype service and to increase the consortium activi— 
-ties. The Consortium has 24 institutional members having the 
goals of making resources of all member libraries available 
to all others and to work toward cooperative acquisition to 
develop more total collection strength in the region. 

Problem of Microforms. The rapid growth of microform 
collections has resulted in the take-over of one conference 


room in Humanities and one in Social Science to house the 
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collections and the reading machines. The subject librarians 
desire the centralization of microform services in one area 
as soon as space and staff can be provided. 

Hours of Service in Zimmerman. During the Spring of 
1969 some sample counts of attendance were made in all public 
service departments. The highest number of readers was in 
Social Science, followed by Science and Engineering, Reserved 
Books, Humanities, and the Information Center area. The peak 
of attendance occurred on Tuesdays and the low point on Fri- 
day nights. The Readers! Services Division librarians 
recommend that the library close at 5 p.m. on Fridays and 
open at 9 a.m., rather than at 8 a.m., on Saturdays. This 
saving in staff time could better be used during times of 
heavier usage. 

The Fine Arts Library. The branch Fine Arts Library 
collection grew to 32,047 cataloged volumes, 2,300 scores, 
63,948 slides, 6,829 phonorecord albums, 1,141 reels of tape 
recordings, 16,000 photographs and prints, and about 1,700 
pamphlets. 

The use of the regular book collection and especially 
the reserved books was very strong during the year. The 
librarians report that changes in teaching methods have a 
very marked effect upon use of library materials, either for 
more or for less use. Also heavier use of records and tapes 
was recorded but a declining use of slides. The librarians 
continued to conduct tours, attempting to acquaint every 
student with the library procedures and with the collections. 
The staff members of the Fine Arts Library were hosts in 
late January to the national meeting of the Music Library 
Association. Mr. Don Roberts returned to complete the work 
he began while serving here as Fine Arts Librarian and to 
host the meetings. 

The William Parish Memorial Library. At the beginning 
of the Spring Semester a clerk was employed to provide, with 
some student assistance, minimum staffing necessary to open 
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the Parish Library in the College of Business and Adminis-— 
trative Sciences. The books donated by Mrs. Parish, some 
reference books, business services, and selected books in 
business were processed for this branch library to starta 
working collection. The collection will be expanded very 
soon to about 9,000 volumes. The hours of service are the 
same as those of the Fine Arts Library but both libraries 
will be operated on the same hours schedule as Zimmerman 
when funds for staff become available. 

The Gallup Branch Library. Several shipments of newly- 
processed books were taken to the Gallup High School library 
where temporary space was made available for use in the 
junior college program. The ordering and cataloging of books 
for this branch library is being done by the staff in Zimmer- 
man. The sum of $5,347.63 was spent for materials during 
the year, and a fairly good number of gift volumes were process— 
ed for this UNM branch. During 1969-70 an increased rate of 
acquisitions should result due to some Federal money in addi- 
tion to the regularly budgeted funds. 

The Clinton P. Anderson Room. This beautiful room hous- 
ing the Senator's gifts of Western Americana, and some addi- 
tional volumes acquired by the Library, was opened as a regu- 
lar reading area on October 1, 1968. Mrs. Mary Blumenthal 
of the Circulation Department was transferred to be the atten- 
dant of the room, which will be a unit of the Special Collec- 


tions Department. 


INSTRUCTION IN LIBRARY SCIENCE 

Following the resignation of our half-time instructor, 
Dr. Elinor McCloskey, we requested two members of the Zimmer- 
man Library staff to add to their duties the teaching of a 
course in our Library Science program. During the Fall Semes- 
ter Mrs. Marion Bourke taught the class in Reference and Bib- 
liography with 26 students. Mr. Donald Foster taught Classi- 
fication and Cataloging with 43 students enrolled. Dr. 


Margaret Chisholm, Director, Learning Materials Center, taught 
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The Elementary School Library with 20 students. The enroll- 
ment of 89 represented 75 different individuals. 

During the Spring Semester, 1968-69, Mr. Rex Hopson 
taught Fundamentals of Library Science with 37 students. 
Mr. Donald Foster taught Selection of Materials for Libraries 
with 34 enrolled. Dr. Margaret Chisholm taught Reading Guid- 
ance with 21 students. 

Two courses were offered during the 1969 Summer Session. 
Mr. Donald Foster taught Classification and Cataloging with 
19 students enrolled and Mr. Rex Hopson taught The Secondary 
School Library with 12 students. 


THE STAFF 

The general library was blessed with a dedicated group 
of librarians, sub-professional assistants, clerks, and stu- 
dent assistants. It was a good year with lower turnover 
rates but not without some problems. 

Certain resignations of librarians which occurred in 
the Fall and Winter left us with three key vacancies through- 
out the academic year. Special Collections Librarian, Philip 
Fangman, resigned in September to accept a position in Cali- 
fornia. Mrs. Joan Hyatt, Library Assistant, with the help 
of student assistants, provided services in that department. 
Miss Marilyn Pendleton, Acquisition Librarian, resigned in 
October to accept a position with the Sandia Laboratories. 
At Christmas the Latin American Bibliographer, Mr. Walfrido 
Lamotte, resigned with the intention of moving to Mexico 
City because of family reasons. This left the Acquisition 
Department short of staff and required much time of the 
Division head, Mr. Arthur DeVolder. At the end of December 
Mr. Don Roberts, Fine Arts Librarian, left to become Music 
Librarian at Northwestern. He was Fine Arts Librarian at 
UNM since the organization of this library in 1963, and his 
leaving was felt keenly. He not only left a vacancy in our 
library, but also in the Albuquerque Symphony where he was 
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a principal bassoonist, and in the ranks of the UNM basket- 
ball rooting section. During the spring months Mrs. Ellen 
Bellingham, Assistant Fine Arts Librarian and her three 
assistants did a fine job in carrying the service load. 

Excellent appointments have been made for the positions 
vacated. Mr. Martin Ruoss, Circulation Librarian, was trans- 
ferred to head the Special Collections Department. Mr. George 
Miller, formerly chief librarian of St. John's College in 
Santa Fe, was appointed Circulation Librarian. Miss Beatrice 
Hight, formerly Government Publications Cataloger, was pro- 
moted to Acquisition Librarian and Miss Marcia Duncan was 
appointed Government Publications Cataloger. During the 
summer of 1969 Mrs. Ellen Bellingham was promoted to the 
position of Fine Arts Librarian. 

The increased stability of the non-professional stare 
contributed to a more efficient and productive staff. To- 
ward the end of the year we lost two valuable assistants. 
Mrs. Moreyn Cole, Catalog Assistant, left after six years 
of service to accept a more lucrative position with Sandia 
Laboratories. Mrs. Barbara Cox, Information Center Clerk, 
left to work on a master's in librarianship at Simmons. 

In addition to regular duties the librarians were active 
in professional associations and in other activities. Mrs. 
Dorothy Trester worked with colleagues in the production of 
a new edition of the Southwestern Union List of Serials. 

Mr. Donald Foster attended a seminar in Los Angeles on the 
Library of Congress MARC tapes for computerized cataloging. 
He taught one library science course each semester and dur- 
ing the 1969 Summer Session. Mr. Arthur DeVolder served 

as President of the Greater Albuquerque Library Association 
and was chairman of the New Mexico Library Association's 
Legislative and Intellectual Freedom Committee. He and Mr. 
Foster had articles published. Miss Beatrice Hight was 
Archivist for the Greater Albuquerque Library Association. 


Several librarians attended the annual meeting of the New 
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Mexico Library Association meeting in Hobbs during April. 
Mr. DeVolder attended the meeting of the Mountain Plains 
Library Association in Salt Lake City during November, 1968 
and participated in discussions on the State Technical Ser- 
vices Information Network. 

Mr. Frank O'Brien attended an institute on Computer 
Based Library Information Systems at the University of Miss- 
ouri during the summer of 1968. He also served as chairman 
of the Membership and Recruitment Committee of the Rio Grande 
Chapter, Special Libraries Association. Mrs. Marion Bourke 
taught one library science course during the Fall Semester. 
Mr. Martin Ruoss had a book published, A World Directory of 
Theological Libraries. He was appointed by the Rocky Moun- 
tain Synod of The Lutheran Church in America to serve on the 
Albuquerque Campus Committee. He continued as a book review- 
er for Library Journal. Mr. Norris Maxwell participated in 
the biennial conference of the Southwestern Library Associa- 
tion held in Tulsa during October. I completed my two-year 
term as President of the Southwestern Library Association, 
presiding at the biennial conference in Tulsa during October, 
attended a conference on library education in Portales and 
one in the UNM Kiva, attended two meetings of the Southwest 
Academic Library Consortium, and wrote several book reviews 
for Library Journal. 

The morale of the professional staff was improved great- 
ly when the Policy Committee, the General Faculty, and the 
Administration approved full faculty status and rank for 
librarians. For the 1969-70 contracts the ranks were de- 
termined and written on the contracts. Librarians attended 
general faculty meetings and voted along with teaching 
faculty members during the late Spring months. In the appoint- 
ment of faculty committees for 1969-70 Miss Genevieve Porter- 
field was appointed to the New Student Orientation Committee 
and Mr. Frank O'Brien to the Curricula Committee. All 


librarians on the general library staff are appreciative of 
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this recognition of their professional status and do express 


their thanks to those responsible. 


CONCLUSIONS, NEEDS, AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

Due to an energetic and hard-working staff in the 
Zimmerman and Fine Arts libraries we were able to provide 
library services of a high quality. It is true that there 
were some who complained, but for each one of these there 
were hundreds of satisfied library users. It is frustrating 
for any of us when we cannot find the library material we 
want, but there were many who did, as on February 11, 1969, 
when the Circulation staff of Zimmerman checked out 2,762 
books for home use, setting a new one-day record. 

To supply all the library needs of faculty and students, 
especially graduate students, a university library must be 
adequately funded. Our general library (Zimmerman, Fine Arts, 
and Parish) should have a collection of 1,500,000 volumes in- 
stead of the present 496,000 volumes. Over the past several 
years the University has expanded its scope in teaching and 
research fields much faster than the expansion of the general 
library. The continued addition of new curricular programs, 
especially doctoral, with little or no consideration for 
library implications causes considerable dissatisfaction on 
the part of students and faculty and grief for librarians. 

It will now require a crash program to achieve the desired 
results. According to the Graphic Communication Weekly, 
"Library budgets throughout the nation are increasingly less 
than adequate to meet academic requirements. ...There exists 
‘an information gap totaling almost a half-billion volumes in 
academic, private, and public school libraries." 

The greatest need of the UNM libraries is for enlarged 
and enriched collections of basic materials, namely books and 
journals. However, there are other services and library-re- 
lated projects that could be undertaken if funds could be 
secured. These needs and recommendations may be listed as 


follows: 
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1. Funding on a crash-program basis for books and other 
materials, to add some 100,000 volumes per year to 
the general library. This will require a book fund 
of about $1,000,000 annually. 


2. Funds for new staff positions. to handle the quick in- 
crease of collections and the growth in library usage. 


53. The addition of broad subject bibliographers to de- 
termine collection needs and to locate the materials 
in the world market. 


4. The addition of necessary staff to make an inventory 
of collections and to make an in-depth survey of 
collections. 


5. Funds to raise all salaries to an acceptable level. 


6. The addition of a special collections field man and 
the beginning of a planned program of acquisition of 
archival and other special collections material. 


7. The renewal of an oral history project started a few 
years ago. 


8. The computerization of serials records and of circu- 
lation processes. 


9. The addition of some carrels equipped with listening 
and viewing facilities to correlate with the develop- 
ing media center. 


10; Enlarge the Fine Arts Library quarters as soon as 
possible. 


11. Remove faculty offices on the second floor of Zimmer- 
man and equip with shelving and seating for the Humani- 
ties Department. 


12. Build a separate Science and Engineering library build- 
ing and move the collections, staff, etc. to that build- 
ul aYS fe 


13. Establish a program of graduate education in librarian- 
ship leading to the master's degree. 
Some of the recommendations made in last year's report have 
now been accomplished; most have not, and can be considered as 


still valid recommendations.

THE REPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY LIBRaRIES 
July 1, 1959 = June 30, 1960 
David Otis Kelley, University Librarian 

"Progress and problems" are appropriate words to characterize the 
University's library record during 1959-60. The increased enrollment, 

a growing number of special library users from off campus, and the many 
special demands caused an extra heavy number of problems for the library 
staff. At times it appeared that the general library was not adequate 
to the tasks and that a breakdown was imminent. A loyal and faithful 
staff, through hard work, saved the day -- or year. A big need is for 

a library building addition that will provide study space for a rapidly 
growing student body, facilities for a much larger book collection, and 
adequate room and equipment for the staff. 

The situation in the general university library was well described 
by two students writing in the April 22, 1960 issue of The Lobo. They 
said: "As a matter of fact, I am surprised how crowded the library gets 
at times. It looks like the cafeteria at high noone One can hardly 
find a seat in the limited area available." 

The crisis of heavy demand caused the library staff to make a major 
change in method of operation. During November the stacks were opened 
to all users, with turnstiles installed to provide a close exit control. 
Later, the loan period was changed from the traditional two weeks to 
one month, with no renewals. These two changes in circulation practice 
made it possible to operate reasonably well. However, all recognize 
that the building was not designed for open-shelf operation, and we can 
not continue to give even average library service with the present 
building. It is imperative that we obtain a redesigned, and a larger 


building to serve well with a larger university community. 
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Along with the problems there are some fine accomplishments to re- 
porte In May, 1960 the air conditioning of most library areas was 
accomplished. Students and faculty in the 1960 summer session appre- 
ciated the more comfortable areas for study. Reference librarians 
handled 24.7% more questions involving extensive research, and an 11% 
increase in inter-library loan work. Reflecting the larger enrollment, 
the use of reserved books increased by 25%. In processing there was a 
33% increase in the number of new titles cataloged, 27% in the titles 
recataloged, and 21% in the number of volumes bound. 

The total size of the collections in the general and law libraries 
increased by 5.3%. This growth by a higher percentage rate than in the 
previous years is most gratifying. We still can not say that our lib- 
rary collections are "adequate" but substantial progress was made 


during the past year. 


THE COLLECTIONS 

During the year the total number of volumes in the general and law 
libraries passed the 300,000 volume mark and by the end of the year 
reached 310,490 volumes. A grant under the National Defense Education 
Act to organize a program leading to the Doctur of Philosophy degree 
in Ibero-American studies provided a special fund for library materials 
in this area. The collections have been strengthened in Iberian and 
Latin American literature and history, particularly Brazilian and Por- 
tuguese. 

During the spring of 1960 a special fund was made available to pur- 
chase materials in geology. Only a part of this fund was used during 
the past year. A similar grant for materials in mathematics, made 
available from overhead charges on a research contract, will be used 
during 1960-61. These special funds will help to enrich the collec- 


tions in these new doctoral fields. 
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The faculty of the College of Business Administration expressed a 
desire for a collection of company annual reports. A form letter of 
request was mailed to a number of corporations, and as a result a total 
of 804 company's reports were checked in, labelled, and shelved. Since 
some were obtained for past years, there was a total of about 3,500 
reports added. This created a need for another Kardex file to hold 
records of this continuation material, and the file was donated by 
Dean William J. Parish. 

Subscriptions were placed for 144 new periodicals. Twenty-eight 
continuation orders were placed. 

In microprint we acquired the proceedings of the Russian Duma, 
1906-17, in thirty-six volumes, and groups eight to ten (1843-1849) of 
the microprint edition of the U. S. serial set. In the form of micro- 
cards we acquired the first annual installment of Four Centuries of 
Spanish Drama. On 778 cards there are approximately 600 plays, mainly 
from the latter part of the nineteenth century. We continued to obtain 
a number of journals on microfilm in lieu of binding. We now have the 
New York Times on microfilm from 1933 to date. ‘We should complete our 
microfilm set of the Times as soon as possible, but to get all from the 
beginning in 1851 would require an expenditure of $5,635. Perhaps some 
friend of the Library may help on this. Our total microfilm collection 
has reached 4,226 reels. This is principally research material, such 
as the recently acquired Headquarters Papers of the British Army in 
America, a manuscript collection preserved in the Public Records Office 
in London. 

The Bolshaia Sovetskaia Entskilopedia, second edition, in fifty-one 
volumes was added to the reference collection. Two important biblio- 


graphic works acquired were the 1959 reprint of Cyr Ulysse Chevalier's 


Repertoire des Sources Historigues du Moyen Age: Topo-bibliographie and 
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Re Je Kerner's Northeastern Asia, a selected bibliography ..., 1959, 
each in two volumes. The first volume of McGraw-Hill's Encylopedia of 
World Art and the first three volumes of Filmlexicon degli Autori e 
Gelle Opere were received. Several volumes of Gmelin's Handbuch der 


Anorganischen Chemie, 8 aufli., were purchased as a part of a long-range 


program to try to complete holdings of this very important and very ex- 
pensive set. 

Gifts. Statistics of gifts of books and other materials indicate 
about the same quantity as in the previous year. We acquired over 15% 
of our annual additions through gift and exchange. With substantially 
increased funds for book purchase, this percentage is expected to de- 
crease. However, we are grateful to our donors and we hope the amount 
of material given to the University Library may increase. 

Exclusive of government publications, most of which are deposit 
gifts, we received during 1959-60 a total of 2,146 books, 942 pemphiets. 
27 complete periodical volumes, 10,707 issues of periodicals and other 
serials, 582 newspapers, 19 subscriptions, three music scores, sixtcen 
maps, three charts, eight records, four reels of microfilm, two micro- 
cards, four portfolios, one scrapbook, a manuscript letterbook of the 
Perea family, and the unrevised proofsheets of Steinbeck's Sweet Thurs- 
day. 

The Rockefeller Foundation contributed $201.60 toward the first 
year's subscription to the new edition of the British Museum Catalogue. 
The largest single gift of books was from Mr. John Matthews, who 
presented his father's theological library. Mrs. J. R. Modrall present- 
ed an interesting collection, including hooks and pamphlets on India 
and on international communism. Large gifts of books and periodicals 

came from Sandia Corporation, many of them unneeded duplicates, but 


some filling gaps in our collections. Large periodical gifts came from 
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5 
the albuquerque National Bank, Albuquerque rublic Library, Dr. Charlotte 


Dosier, Mrs. M. Gilbert, and Miller and Smith Manufacturing Company. 
Another worthwhile gift was a portion of the library of the late Mary 
Eleanor Thoburn of Santa Fe, which includes seventy-seven books and 122 
periodical issues, notably extensive files of Kaleidoscope and Chronicles 
of Oklahoma. The Samuel H. Kress Foundation gave its beautiful, illus- 
trated edition of The Gospels of Saint Matthew, Saint Mark, Saint Luke 

University faculty and staff members, active and retired, continued 
to contribute generously to the Library. Dr. Dorothy Woodward gave more 
than 650 publications, chiefly in the field of Latin .merican studies. 
Also, she sold to the Library at low prices over two hundred books. Dre 
Lincoln LaPaz presented 780 issues of mathematical periodicals. Dr. 
Cecil V. Wicker gave 72 books and the unrevised proof sheets of Stein- 
beck's Sweet Thursday. Dr. Hugh M. Miller donated forty-nine books. 

Dr. France V. Scholes continued his long-standing practice of giving 
generously to the Library. The names of many other faculty and staff 
members will be found in the attached list of individual donors includ- 
ed as Appendix E. A selected list of institutional donors is also in- 
cluded in Appendix &. 

Needs for collection building. When we give thought to our collec- 
tions needed for future years, we recognize that the rate of acquisition 
will have to be increased. The amount of material published is over- 
whelming, but even so, publication does not keep up with research devel- 
opment. Libraries find it difficult to acquire the important current 
material so important in the scientific and technical fields. In the 
humanities and the social sciences older works are important as well as 
the current and these out-of-print materials are expensive to find and 


to purchase. 
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More money will have to be provided if we are to keep the quality 
of instruction and research equal to other state universities. We 
should move the book and periodical budget well above the annual sum 
of $100,000, especially since new programs are being added and older 
ones expanded to the doctorate. However, it is not wise to budget 
large increases for book purchases unless we can also budget for staff 
additions in the technical services, such as order and cataloging. 
And a building addition must be provided to house the larger collec- 
tions and to provide space for their use. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE COLLECTIONS 

The addition of one cataloger, bringing the number to four, made 
possible the cataloging of a larger number of volumes. Statistics 
of accomplishment, however, can not present the total picture of the 
work involved. For example, the special fund for Ibero-American 
material brought to the catalogers many more foreign language books. 
The work with Portuguese names is far more difficult and time-consum- 
ing than that with English names. Portuguese authors often appear un- 
der several various forms of their names in different works and even 
in the same work. Catalogers must bring about a consistency of form 
to organize the material properly for use. Furthermore, we have re- 
ceived a larger amount of material in the Russian language. One 
cataloger has been taking a course in Russian throughout the year and 
this has been a decided help in the processing of this material. 

The public card catalog was expanded during the year. Two large 
catalog cases, formerly used for the L. C. depository catalog, were 
moved to the central lobby and all the cards were shifted and trays 
relabelled. The shelf list was also expanded into additional trays. 
The public catalog now contains 771, 884 cards, of which 2,889 repre- 
sent holdings in the Law Library. 

The growth of serials work caused the addition of one clerical 


assistant in mid-September. The total number of entires in the non- 
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government serials checklist now is above 10,000. We estimate that 
assistants checked in over 55,000 items during the year, being an aver- 
age of 2l2 each day. In addition to checking in the daily flow, they 
wrote md mailed claims for issues not recieved, searched for issues 
reported missing, listed duplicates, and did many other things involv- 
ing serials. 

Five lists of duplicate materials were prepared and mailed and 130 
requests were filled. In return we received 1,623 items requested 
from other libraries. 

A budget increase for binding, plus the allotment of a portion of 
the Ibero-American grant for ginding the paperback new books purchased 
on this fund, enabled us to increase the number of volumes bound by 
about 21%. The addition of 144 new periodical subscriptions will, of 
course, add to the binding load of future years. This is a continuing 
procedure, a part of normal growth. Efforts to complete broken vol- 
umes of serials brought some success. The assistant in Government 
Publications spent considerable time in checking duplicate lists and 
writing to government agencies seeking issues which we lacked, and 


achived good results. 


Photographic reproduction. Demands for copying continue to in- 
crease much beyond the capabilities of our small laboratory staffed by 


a part-time assistant. We must take steps toward enlarging the labor- 
atory, getting more equipment and staffing it with one full-time 
assistant. Practice indicates that student assistants can not perform 
satisfactorily this technical work. Partly to alleviate the situation, 
we purchased a rapid copier for the Secretary's office during June, 
1960. The Library Secretary has prepared a large number of prints in 
the short time this equipment has been available. The largest user 
has been the Sandia Corporation. A major project of the Photo Lab 
assistant was the filming of the Albert B. Fall papers which Mr. M. 

T. Everheart Jr. kindly allowed us to copy before donating them to 

the Henry E. Huntington Library. 
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Much work was done also for Historical Research, for the Institute of 
Meteoritics, and for the Library. «as we start a new year, we have just 
acquired a Recordak enlarger which should help in the production of en- 
largement prints. 


RE&ADER SERVICES 


Reference librarians have been placing more emphasis on library in- 
struction to class groups, hoping that the instruction, even though 
brief, will enable students to help themselves more in the library. In- 
struction was provided to 63 English classes, two education, one Chemical 
Engineering, and one Nursing. Perhaps this is the reason that the num- 
ber of general information questions was less than the previous year. 

Tt did enable reference librarians to turn their attention to search 
questions, of which there were 24.7% more than last vear. 

Several special projects were completed during the year. The Index 
to U. N. M. theses and dissertations was prepared in a form for publica- 
tion and it has been much-used in the Reference Department. We hope to 
be able soon to issue it in a mimeographed or offset form, to fill the 
several requests for such a list from other universities and colleges. 

A card file of some 6,600 references from the Explicator and Explica- 
tor Checklist and from some current literary journals was prepared. It 
has proven very useful, especially in helping students in English 2 with 
the writing of papers. 

In September, 1959, just prior to registration, the reference librar- 
ians arranged an orientation coffee at mid-morning for new members of 
the faculty. This appeared to be a success and will be repeated each 
year. 

Reference librarians prepared the Library Guide, and 2,500 copies 
were produced by offset press. These Guides have been very helpful in 


connection with the instruction to classes and for distribution to 
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interested new students and faculty members at the library desks. 


The two assistant reference librarians have taken the responsibility 


for exhibits and during the year prepared the following sixteen exhibits:

The year began with sharply increased circula- 


A much larger number of reserved book lists were re- 
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10 
ceived in September, and a steady demand for these books throughout 
the year resulted in 25% more reserved book use than during last year. 
A History of Western Civilization course accounted for much of the 
heavy use. At times all of the 25 or 30 copies of a given book were 
charged out. Toward the end of the year a rotary, visible file was 
purchased and reserved book records, arranged by courses, were placed 
on the panels. It is expected that this file will make it easier for 
students to find quickly the books desired, 

The change to open stacks in November, 1959 made a significant 
reduction in the number of books charged across the Loan Desk for use 
in the library building. Since all bound periodicals are kept in the 
stacks, these had to be requested by the presentation of call cards, 
paged by student assitants, and charged out to the reader. With open 
stacks the reader now helps himself. This greatly reduces the work 
load of paging, and this assistance can now be diverted to shelving, 
shelf reading, etc. After nearly a year of this experiment, the 
library staff, and I believe, faculty and students are well pleased 
with the open stack system. There is some congestion in the stairways 
and especially in the use of the one elevator. 

The opening of the stacks eliminated the major reason for maintain- 
ing the open-shelf collection in the Undergraduate Room. Therefore, we 
moved those books back to the stacks, changing the room to a Reserved 
Book Room where 3-day and 2-hour reserved books arc kept behind the 
counter and issued upon signature and presentation of identification 
card. 

Much shifting of collections has taken place and more will be neces- 
sary to accommodate the growing number of acquisitions. Weeding will 
have to be speeded, and some materials stored in such locations as the 


basement of Hokona and Coronado dorms. Wwe should also find some place 
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to locate or store the museum material long housed in the library build- 
inge 

Service to gifted high school seniors. In the fall of 1959 we made 
the decision to issue library cards to 50 gifted high school seniors in 
each of the public high schools of the area. Principals were requested 
to determine the gifted and to send us lists of names of students to 
whom we might grant this privilege. Our experiment in cooperation 
worked out well and we plan to continue it, 

INSTRUCTION IN LIBRARY SCIENCE 

In 1953 we discontinued the scheduling of courses in library science 
due to a fairly small enrollment and the necessity for a budget saving. 
Since then we have had a small but steady demand for this instruction. 
Accordingly, with the approval of Dean Chester Travelstead, College of 
Education, and other administrative officers, we scheduled two courses 
for the 1960 summer session. Cataloging and Classification and Book 
Selection for Young People. We secured Mrs. Helen E. Saunders, Librar- 
ian of Valley High School in Albuquerque, as instructor. 

There were 31 students enrolled in the Cataloging course and 25 in 
Book Selection. The instruction was primarily for the school librarian, 
but a few of the students were interested in other types of libraries 
and the instructor adapted their work to their needs so far as it was 
possible. With the enrollment at this level we are encouraged to con- 
tinue this type of instruction during the 1961 summer session. 


THE STAFF 


At the beginning of the report year we were authorized to add one 
cataloger and one clerical assistant in the Technical Processes Depart- 
ment. This expansion of staff was appropriate in view of our increased 
program of acquisitions. 

We were fortunate to secure Mr. Harley C. Brooks, Jr. as Cataloger. 


He came from the position of Librarian, Hiwassee College, Madisonville, 
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Tennessee. Mr. Brooks received his A. B. from Lincoln Memorial Univer- 
sity in Harrogate, Tennessee and his M. A. degree in library science 
from George Peabody College in Nashville, Tennessee. To fill the posi- 
tion of Assistant, Technical Processes, we employed Mrs. Betty Tanner. 

At the close of the year we lost, by retirement, Mrs. Irene Curnow 
who had served the University on a part-time basis for 23 years. Her 
loss is felt keenly, for she was a loyal and capable staff member. Je 
have changed Mrs. Curnow's position from approximately half-time to a 
full-time position of Assistant, Technical Processes, and have employed 
Mrs. Florence R. Gamez for it. Mrs. Gamez has had several years of 
Similar experience in the Sandia Corporation Library. 

Also retiring in June, 1960 was Mrs. LaVera Kakoska, Library Secre- 
tary. Mrs. Kakoska also served the University faithfully for a period 
of over seven years, and to all, especially to the student assistants, 
she will be long-remembered as Mrs. K. For the position of Library 
Secretary we employed Mrs. Dorothy Willis, who made an excellent reputa- 
tion as a competent staff member when she served as Assistant, Acquisi- 
tion Department between 1954 and 1957. 

It appears that the great demand for librarians and the shortage of 
well educated and qualified people are increasingly effecting our staff. 
Out of 13 professional librarians on our staff at the beginning of the 
year we lost three by resignation to accept other positions. Ronald 
De Waal left in September, 1959 to become Librarian of the Military 
Academy in Roswell. The position of Special Collections Librarian has 
yet to be filled on a permanent basis. From September, 1959 to August, 
1960 the position was held by Miss Bonnie-Jean Duncan, a graduate stud- 
ent who had several years of teaching experience. ie have appointed Mr. 
Ted Warner, a Ph. D. candidate in history, for one year as Acting 


Special Collections Librarian. 
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Miss Claudia Carter, assistant Acquisition Librarian, resigned in 
June, 1960 to accept a similar position at Rice Institute in Houston. 
To the position of Assistant Acquisition Librarian we have appointed 
Mr. Jack Dickey who comes from the position of Geology Librarian at the 
University of Oklahoma. He received the B. S. degree, the M. Ed., and 
the M. L. S. degree from the University of Oklahoma, 

Mr. Jay L. Ladd resigned in August, 1960 to accept the position of 
Assistant Circulation Librarian at Ohio State University. Mr. Ladd was 
a valuable member of our staff for 4% years, first in the Acquisition 
Department and then in Reference. To fill the position of Assistant 
Reference Librarian we appointed Miss Marcy Murphy who holds the A. B. 
degree from Colorado State College and the M. A. in librarianship from 
the University of Denver. She comes from a position on the University 
of Denver Library staff. 

With such high turnover in our professional staff the burden of 
extra-heavy service falls heavily upon the faithful older members of 
the staff. Even though we have been fortunate in securing fine and 
capable librarians to succeed those who have gone elsewhere, it natur- 
ally takes a period of time for new staff members to become adjusted to 
their new situation and to be Mro mess their highest level of profession- 
al service. We must keep our salaries up to a competitive level or 
have a poor library staff. And we must, sooner or later, grant all 
faculty privileges to professional librarians. This means sabbatical 
leaves, tenure, voting privileges in faculty meetings, committee ser- 
vice, etc. Library service is an integral part of the academic process 
just as classroom-teaching is, and librarians should be a part of the 
one group called the "faculty."" A large number of universities and 
colleges grant this now.

As has been true for several years, there was some turnover among 
the clerical library assistants. Mrs. Irene Coats left in October, 
1959 to take a part-time position in the College of Business Administra- 
tion, and was succeeded in our Acquisition Department by Miss Josie 
Abeyta, now Mrs. Uher. Miss Caroline Melling, part-time assistant in 
Reference, left to accept a teaching position in the Albuquerque 
Public Schools. Her position was filled by the appointment of Mrs. 
Doris Pardee. Mrs. Claudette Stagner resigned in late August, 1959 to 
move to Clovis where her husband, Morris, was to join Wesley Quinn in 
the practice of law. We appointed Miss Beverly Garber to the position 
formerly held by Mrs. Stagner. On September 14, 1959 we appointed Mrs. 
Betty Tanner to the newly created position of Assistant, Technical 
Processes Department. 

Our student assistants worked a total of 24,2443 hours to provide a 
valuable clerical service for the Library. We were pleased to raise 
the minimum rate from 75 cents to 85 cents per hour and to continue 


our system of graded service with pay rates between 85 cents and $1.15 
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per hour. Since most student assistants are in their first year of 
service the average rate paid during the year was 88 cents. We would

LIBRARY NEEDS 

Certain fundamental activities of a university library must be con- 
tinued if we are to have a fine university. At the University of New 
Mexico we can not be accused of practicing any of the "frills."' We do 
not offer some of the services which are becoming common in many col- 
lege and university libraries. And perhaps we should. For example, 
we do not offer listening facilities and a good collection of recorded 
music. We seem to be library fundamentalists and emphasize good collec- 
tions of books, journals, and other forms of printed maerials, good 
bibliographic organization, and high level of staff service. To do 
this well, we have certain needs which are listed here, in my opinion, 
in order of importance, 


1. A library building addition. 
To bring this about, we should = 


ae Appoint an architect to review our program and to do some 
preliminary planning. 

b. Revise and further develop the program. 

ce Appoint a library consultant to review the program and the 
preliminary plans. 

de Secure funds for the planned building addition. 

ee Get bids and award the contract for construction. 

f. Construct and equip the buidling,. 


2. Faculty status for professional librarians. 

3e Salary increases for librarians and clerical assistants. 

4, Gradual but substantial increases in book funds. 

5. Increases in staff size in proportion to other increases, such 
as enroolment, book funds, etc. 
@e Enlarge the Photoreproduction Laboratory and make the 


assistant full-time. 


In these annual reports I have tried to present a realistic view 
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of the activities of the University Library. Some of our accomplish- 
ments are truly worthy of being shouted from the housetops; others do 
not make for the best reading. We do have our problems, and our admin- 
istrators probably think that all we can ask for is more money. But we 
know that money is required to provide educational opportunities and so 
we make no apology. Weare optimistic for the future, and believe that 
we will be able to finance an appropriate library building, well equipp- 
ed for the tasks before us, and that we will find capable librarians 
to help perform the high type of service which we desire for our New 
Mexico young people. 

To all of the members of the library staff, the faculty, and the 
administrative officers, who have helped to make 1959-60 a "good" 
library year, I express my appreciation,
